$111,641.54 in 1928 . The total re­ 
ceipts for this fund including 
the balance left from 1927 was 
$135,009 .7 8 . 
The balance in the water and 
light fund 
was also 
slightly 
greater than in 1927 at which 
tim e the balance on hand was 
$14,458 .9 7. Receipts 
from the 
light and power plant owned by 
the city were $114,436.49 while 
rev enue from the w ater

THE PRIDE OF A STATE IN DANGER 
The dignity of Indiana is in danger. 
A state of the Union tak es some pride in the 
number of representativ es it has in the N ation­ 
al Congress. 
If tha t num ber is cut, w hat a blow 
it is to pride! 
\ 
i 
The proud Hoosier state—with her fifteen 
representativ es to the Congress of W ashington— 
ma y not be so proud if the bill for decreasing 
the proportional population passes the present 
congress. 
Educators in Indiana come forward with the 
assertion tha t the reason why Indiana is in dan­ 
ger of loosing one or perhaps two of her repre­ 
sentativ es in the Congress is because the state 
is exporting Hoosier brains. 
It is a good argum ent for a school, such as 
Indiana Univ ersity. 
Three days ago the state 
budget committee decided to giv e Indiana and 
Purdue univ ersities $255,000 additional each year 
for operating expenses. 
Ev en with this increase 
Indiana did not get as much as she wanted. 
Why nibble at the situation? 
Two years 
ago the Univ ersity ask ed the legislature for an 
increase, and at th at time the additional appro­ 
priation granted went to a building program of 
the Univ ersity through the establishm ent of a 
2-cent annual tax lev y, but did NOT tak e care of 
the urgent need of additional salaries for the 
teaching staff. 
The cry of the Univ ersity has been tha t ev ­ 
ery year it loses some of its loyal professors 
Forty-fiv e staff members left the Univ ersity .n 
the fiv e year period ending in 19 26, and the re­ 
cent loss has been ev en greater. 
Other state 
univ ersities pay these men bigger salaries. 
Loyalty is not to be measured. 
The appro­ 
priation ask ed from the Legislature was cut to 
the lowest figure possible, and yet the budget 
committee did not grant all that was ask ed. 
W hat an embarrassing position Univ ersity of­ 
ficials will be in when they try to decide just 
which ones of their loyal instruction staff will 
receiv e the benefits of the additional appropri­ 
ation. 
They are all loyal and their degree of 
loyalty will be hard to measure. 
For once, the state schools should be giv en 
the fair deal. 
Indiana Univ ersity will receiv e during the 
coming two year period $1,350,000 annual if the 
plans of the budget committee meet with the 
approv al of the Legislature. 
This year it re ­ 
ceiv ed only $1,175,000. 
The Legislature has been 
tink ering with the univ ersity. 
The situation 
has nev er been adequately solv ed. 
Forty-three hundred and fifty high school 
graduates are leav ing Indiana each year 
for 
their Univ ersity training. 
Our state has lost 
two of its high school graduates to neighboring 
states for ev ery one student coming from these 
states to Indiana. 
The Hoosier state stands to 
suffer greatest 
if the bill for 
representation 


passes Congi ess, because it has lost in popula­ 
tion. 
The state is in the export business — ex­ 
porting tha t which is most v ital to future wealth 
and population — its youth. 
Indiana has been 
the grazing ground for some of the nation's big­ 
gest men, but after the stage of their dev elop­ 
m ent has been ov er, she has lost them . 
Indi­ 
ana Univ ersities hav e i supplied 77 
univ ersities 
and colleges in the country with presidents — 
a 
record of which no other state can boast. 
The univ ersity’s program has been to hold 
this population. 
If the S tate loses in repre­ 
sentation in 19 30 it can hope for nothing else 
but additional loss in 19 40, unless some of these 
demands 
are met. 
The mov e of the 
budget 
committee was along the right line, but the mov e 
was not far enough. , 
Loyalty cannot be tried too long. 
You can t 
lose citizens as if they were playthings 
and 
yet tha t is w hat the legislature has been doing 
with State 
educators and 
scientists, few 
of 
which, sad to say, are left w ithin its borders. 


It is nev er doubted but that the budget which 
was arranged tem porarily by the committee will 
be passed by both houses. 
T hat wciud be the 
only right thing to do. 
The sad p art is, that 
the situation has been only half-w ay solv ed by 
« the budget committee. 
------------ o------------ 
ORGANIED PROFESSIONS. 
B etter business 
m ethods will come 
about 
largely through organization. 
The business m an who belongs to his trade 
association and attends its meetings regularly 
not alone 
profits 
himself, 
but his customers 
profit also. 
He k eeps astride with the new ideas that 
are dev eloped in his particular line. 
He learns 
new dev ices to cut down the ov erhead and thus 
mak e it possible to reduce his retail prices. 
Business men who follow this policy hav e 
higher standards because association with their 
fellow dealers teaches them rthat a new stand­ 
ard is coming into business. 
It is no longer the rule tha t the buyer should 
beware. 
Instead, the seller is beginning to real­ 
ize his responsibility to the buy — tha t a fair 
profit is all he is entitled to. 
If he tak es more, 
the buyer will find him out because his com peti­ 
tor is doing business on a new ethical basis. 
Ev ery profession is organized to m aintain 
the high ethical standard tha t it aims to fol 
low. 
Business men are seeing the light and-fol­ 
lowing the same path. 


T hat is the k eynote in all business organiza­ 
tions — to raise the standard and thus remov e 
all doubt of questionable practices. 
The buyer is( being considered as nev er be­ 
fore. 
It is a mov ement tha t should 
be en­ 
couraged.

The balance on hand Decem- 


ber 31, 1927 was only $9,911.08 
while at the • close of business 
December 31, 1928, the city had 
a balance of $23,368.24 in its 
general fund. The city spent 
$111,641.54 in 1928. The total re- 
ceipts for this fund including 
the balance left from 1927 was 
$135,009.78. 
The balance in the water and 
light fund was also slightly 
greater than in 1927 at which 
time the balance on hand was 
$14,458.97. Receipts 
from the 
light and power plant owned by 
the city were $114,436.49 while 
revenue from the water 
plant 


•was $29,686.61 making a total 
amount of $158,582.07 with which 
to pay bills amounting to $142,- 
992.22 lor the year.

The dignity of Indiana is in danger. 
A state of the Union takes some pride in the 


tnumber of representatives it has in the Nation- 
al Congress. If that number is cut, what a blow 
lit is to pride! 
•

The proud Hoosier state—with her fifteen 


fcepresentatives to the Congress of Washington— 
ihay not be so proud if the bill for decreasing 
the proportional population passes the present 
congress. 


Educators in Indiana come forward with the 


assertion that the reason why Indiana is in dan- 
ger of loosing one or perhaps two of her repre- 
sentatives in the Congress is because the state 
is exporting Hoosier brains. 


• 'It is a good argument for a school, such as 


Indiana University. 
Three days ago' the state 


budget committee decided to give Indiana and 
Purdue universities $255,000 additional each year 
for operating expenses. Even with this increase 
Indiana did not get as much as she wanted. 


Why nibble at the situation? 
Two years 


ago the University asked the legislature for an 
increase and at that time the additional appro- 
priation granted went to a building program of 
the University through the establishment of a 
2-cent annual tare levy, but did NOT take care of 
the urgent need of additional salaries for the 
teaching staff. 


The cry of the University has. been that ev- 


ery year it loses some of its loyal professors 
Forty-five staff members left the University .n 
the five year period ending in 1926, and the re- 
cent loss has been even greater. Other state 
universities pay these men bigger salaries. 


Loyalty is not to tie measured. The appro- 


priation asked from the Legislature was cut to 
-the lowest figure possible, and yet the budget 
committee did not grant all tliat was asked. 
What an embarrassing position 'University of- 
ficials will be in when they try to decide just 
which ones of their loyal instruction staff will 
receive the benefits of the additional appropri- 
ation. They are all loyal and their degree of 
loyalty will be hard to measure. 


For once, the state schools should be given 


the fair deal. 
Indiana University will receive during the 


coming two year period $1,350,000 annual if the 
plans of the budget committee meet with the 
approval of the Legislature. 
This year it re- 


ceived only $1,175,000. The Legislature has been 
tinkering with the university. 
The situation 


has never been adequately solved. 


Forty-three hundred and fifty high school 


graduates are leaving Indiana each year 
for 


their University training. 
Our state "Has lost 


two of its high school graduates to neighboring 
states for every one student coming from these 
states to Indiana. The Hoosier state stands to 
suffer greatest 
if the bill for 
representation 


passes 'Congress, because it has lost in popula- 
tion. 


The state is in the export business — ex- 


porting that which is most vital to future wealth 
and -population — its youth. Indiana has 'been 
the grazing ground for some of the nation's big- 
gest men, but after the stage of their develop- 
ment has been over, she has lost them. Indi- 
ana Universities have/supplied 77 universities 
and colleges in the country with presidents — a 
record of which no other state can boast. 


The university's program has been to hold 


this population. 
If the State loses in repre-. 


sentation in 1930 it can hope for nothing else 
but additional loss in 1940, unless some of these 
demands are met. 
The move of the budget 


committee was along the right line, but the move 
was not far enough. . 


Loyalty cannot be tried too long. You can't 


lose citizens as' if they were playthings — and 
yet that is what the legislature has been doing 
with State' educators and scientists, few of 
which, sad to say, are left within its borders. 


It is never doubted but that the budget which 


was arranged temporarily by the comriittee will 
be passed by both houses. That wcuid be the 
only right thing to do. The sad part is, that 
the situation has been only half-way solVed by 
•the budget committee. 


ORGANIED PROFESSIONS. 


Better business methods will come about 


largely through organization. 


The business man who belongs to his trade 


association and attends its meetings regularly 
not alone profits himself, but his customers 
profit also. 


He keeps astride with the new ideas that 


are developed in his particular line. He learns 
new devices" to-cut down the overhead and thus 
make it possible to reduce his retail prices. 


Business men who follow this policy have 


higher standards because association with their 
fellow dealers teaches them'that a new stand- 
ard is coming into business. 


It is no longer the rule that the buyer should 


beware. Instead, the seller is beginning to real-1 
ize his responsibility to the buy — that a fair 
profit is all he is entitled to. If he takes more, 
the buyer will find him out'because his competi- 
tor is doing business on a new ethical basis. 


Every profession is organized to maintain 


the high ethical standard that it aims to fol- 
low. 
Business men are seeing the light and-fol- 


lowing the same path. 


That is the keynote in all business organiza- 


tions — to raise the standard and thus remove 
all doubt of questionable practices. 


The buyer is'being considered as never be- 


fore. It is a movement that should be en- 
couraged.
